Since you were here I have tnought of a number 
of Vito of history about the ranchee that were along the old loo Feliz 
.-toad, that you nay use in your accounts of early Loe Angeles. 

That land between the hills and the river was the best and most 
fertile farm land in the whole of the Los Angeles area* and it had

acres--a part of the original Spanish Land Grant to the Chavez family. 
(Some of the old maps spell the name Chavis, others Chavez. Ted, I 
wish you would check with the County records and find if 1 am right in 
these!c-o statements.) The land which became the Brooks Ranch in 1871 
extended from the Los Angeles River to a line up the hillside about 
to the Zanja which carried water to the town. Later Grandfater deeded 
the part that ran up the hillside, to the city for park purposes and 
right of way for the road which is now Riverside Drive. 

The boundary along the river was variable. Some years the flood 
waters would take away acres and tear out the willows. Other timeii 
the river would do ju 3 t the opposite and build up sandy lowlands while 
ripping out railroad tracks along the opposite bank, and toppling 
trains of cars into the river. 

All the land extending along the river from the present entrance to 
Griffith Park eastward to Dayton Avenue, now North Figueroa Street and 
the Arroyo Seco Freeway, was purchased in various sized parcels by 
good subBtanAtf^'f allies of English descent. They built homes that 
were nice and mpdern for that day and age, many of them replacing 
old adobe houses or tumble-down shacks. Farms were laid out in nea 
patterns plots of vegetables, Vine*?, and orchards, which viewed from 
the Klysian Park hilltop, could be likened to a many colored patch-quilt. 

A bountiful eupply of water was brought to the J* • ^®2f ith 

ditch which was diverted from the river near the *Tif fithhanch^ Griff ith 
Park) and flowed along the old Los Feliz icoad(now Riverside Drive) in 
front of the ranched, then the ranchers would take their turns sending 
the water into their private irrigation systems. 

Domestic water for the Brooks Ranch, in the early days, was supplied 
from a s^ing in the hillside. Later, "hen the zanja was replaced 
with big water pipes and the City owned the hillside, *hc r«uc es 
were supplied with water from the city’s pipes. in time the old 
ji ..w : ditch was taken away/ Then the ranch owners put in their own 
^/^pumping plants And still had plenty of water. Zlectricity had come to 
that ar-ja— then the telephone--then*pav<_d roacU-then gas--then higher and 
higher taxes and the ranches faded away to beTreplaced by city streets 
family homes, schoo ls and businesses.
